A textbook on the history and practice of blockade.

The author relates his impressions of the men of the R.A.F. and the Fleet Air 
Arm, and illustrates them with 67 magnificent photographs taken by himself. 
BELGIAN CONGO, RESERVOIR OF THE ALLIES. A. Wauters. Evans, 2s. 

The vast and rich territory of the Belgian Congo is fighting on the side of the United 
Nations and M. Wauters’s book tells of the resources and history of the Colony.

THE JEWS IN THE WAR. Israel Cohen. Muller, 2s. 

This is the first book to give an account of what the Jews are suffering and what they 
are doing in the war. A survey of the persecution of the Jews in Germany between 
1933-39 is included. 

PRAGUE BRAVES THE HANGMAN. E. V. Erdely. The Czechoslovak, 5s. 


From copious official statements, newspaper articles and speeches Dr. Erdely has 
compiled an account of how the Czechoslovaks have been persecuted, tortured and 
killed under the reign of Heydrich. 


MACHINE WARFARE. Major-General J. F. C. Fuller. Hutchinson, 8s. 6d. 
A detailed analysis of the development, theory and practice of mechanised warfare 
with many diagrams and extracts from the author’s previous books and his articles 
in the Evening Standard.

This book describes the formation and training of the Commandos. It gives a new 
and full picture of the raids on Lofoten, Vaagso, Bardia and St. Nazaire. 15 illus- 
trations. 

POLAND AND BRITAIN. Stefan Kleczkowski. Hutchinson, 3d. * 

A study in Constitutional development and collaboration, and a survey of Poland’s 
contribution to the Allied cause. 

THE GERMAN WITCHES SABBATH. Dosio Koffler. Lincolns Prager, 2s. 6d. 
This satire in five scenes is in the form of dialogue between the shades of Goethe, 
Schiller, Nietzsche and Mephistopheles.

A moving tribute to the women who have been left behind in Poland. 


THE GERMANS, Emil Ludwig. Hamish Hamilton, 15s. 

This important book is a history, not of Germany, but of the Germans, and it is 
the author’s purpose to explain causes and effects of deeds and events, and to explain 
them through the German character.

Mr. Lunn writes about his wartime experiences in Britain, Ireland and America. 


BRITAIN AND IRELAND. Nicholas Mansergh. Longmans, Green, 6d. 

An impartial survey of Anglo-Irish relations and Irish politics from A.p. 200 until 
the present day. (Longman’s Pamphiets on the British Commonwealth No. 4.) 

THE END IS NOT YET. Herrymon Maurer. Heinemann, 12s. 6d. 

Starting with the Shanghai incident, this book traces the story of the China war. The 
author lived in Free China as a member of the Staff of Nanking University and 
he had a splendid opportunity to watch China’s resistance from the inside.
